now and then. The New York Journal 
says of BOBS Plait's legislature: 


The action of the Assembly on Tues- 


day in voting for dollar gas, and then 
a little later undoing its work and 
voting for the "five-cent" mockery, 
after conferences with the lobby, led to 
some remarkably plain ppoaoh on the 
floor of the chamber. 
"I will bow my 


head in shame," said Mr. Andrews, in 
objection to a reversal of the earlier 
action, "if this Assemby recedes. Who 
has been listening to 
these 
little 


whispers in the corridors which lead to 
the besmirching of men's honor?" Mr. 
Donnelley declared the course of the 
majority "only proved again its sub- 
serviency to the trusts." Mr. Dampaey 
said: "I have learned today the price 
of an Assemblyman. ludeed that price 
is smalll" ' 
By the defeat of dollar gas and the 


adoption of the bill as pusasd, the New 
York Gas Trust, it is estimated, clears 
18,000,000 a year. 
' And the senate passed the Laxow 
anti-trust bills so amended as to suit 
the trusts at which they "were originally 
aimed. ' 


The legislature makes 
the 
laws 


•which govern the people of New York, 
and the legislature in making the laws 
obeys the orders of the trusts. 
New 


York, therefore, is not governed by its 
citizens, but by the trusts—by the 
flnancal interests which have no regard 
for the general welfare, and* only a very 
narrow understanding of their own. 
Laws that have their origin in the 
lobby are not apt to enjoy the reverence 
of the people, and it is only in the gen- 
eral respect for law that property finds 
its ultimate protection. 


What is the significance of the broad 


insinuations made on the floor of the 
Assembly during the gas debate? No- 
body can misunderstand them. 
They 


mean, if anything, that the legislature 
is ruled by bribery; that members after 
a visit to tho lobby return and change 
their votes. 


The defeuse of conscienceless wealth 


• which buys legislation always is that 


it is "held up" by equally conscience- 
less leigslators, and that bribery, there- 
fore, becomes necessary to fend uff crip- 
pling enactments. 
Meu who offer this 


plea of self-defence may justify thorn- 
'selves on "business principles," but 


certainly they cannot maintain a claim 
to good citizenship. 
Yet the persons 


who resort to this method of protecting 
themselves in their 
privileges are 


mostly of a class who quite sincerely 
identify themselves with the "better 
element," nnd feol entirely competent 
to take part iu movements for the re- 
form of politics, and to set up as guar- 
dians of tho national honor. 


They are public enemies, these men, 


partners with the bosses and riot- 
makers everywhere in sapping the 
foundations of popular government. 
No matter what their financial position 
or social standing may be, they are 
scoundrels. They are responsible for 
giving many states government by the 
lobby, which is government by wealth 
through corruption, and that is the 
basest and foulest and least supportable 
of tyrannies. 


If, as the protesting Assemblymen 


•whom we have quoted intimated, the 
defeat of the dollar gas measure at Al- 
bany was procured by bribery, it is 
conceivably not impossible to bring 
their guilt home to tho acceptors of 
bribes. 
Were that done, and some of 


the corrupt legislators landed in jail, 
the gain for honest government would 
be great. It would be enormously 
greater, however, if some of tho emi- 
nently respectable and wealthy gentle- 
men who supplied the lobby with tho 
money for the alleged corruption were 
sent to the penitenitury along with 
the legislators. 


Jn the nature of things bribery ia a 


crime extremely difficult of proof, since 
the parties to it have so strong a motive 
for concealment, and no one ia justified 
in 
charging it 
without 
being in 


possession of legal evidence. But when 
members of tho legislature speak so 
boldly as clia Messrs. Andrews, Don- 
nelly and Dempsey on Thursday last, 
we submit that the case is one for the 
police. 


The metropolitan worm will turn 


when tbe foot of the rural tyrant is too 
crnshingly heavy. The response to the 
Raines law amendments ia tho menace 


of the saloon men to place upon the 
restored lunch table none of the oheese 
which comes from New York dairies. 
This is a rash threat, and one that taay 
bring upon thia unhappy city cruel 
vengeance. The legislature is still in 
session, and the rural voter is com- 
mand iugly influential at Albany—at 
least iu the domain of legislation for 
the chastening of the metropolis. 
The 


bill prescribing what soit of hats 
women may wear at the theater has 
already passed. 
Goad the raral voter 


by aiming a blow at the cheese and 
pocket, and what new schemes for the 
wicked town's moral improvement may 
not be enacted into statutes? Bar 
New York cheese from the free lunch 
table, and the citizen may be required 
before refreshing himself with a drink 
to have his photograph taken and 
handed over to the police; it may be 
decreed that no dweller in the city of 
New York sball-enter a saloon until he 
has cried out his intention in a loud 
voice at the threshold to the saloon. 
He may be compelled, under penalty of 
tine and imprisonment, to take out a 
license privileging him to drink. 
He 


may even be forced to go without a 
drink at all, unless he shall agree by 
signed contract to consume with every 
glass of malt and spitrituous liquor a 
specified weight of oheese bearing the 
stamp of the virtnoua rural voter who 
manufactures the same. 


The incensed saloon keepers are not

The Ohio Newspaper Maker, pub- 


lished by Hon. W. S. Cappeller, con 
tains the following: 


"It ia not to be wondered that Ohio 


newspaper publishers want*a ohang'e in 
the law of libel and contempt, when 
the following, from Newspaperdom, is 
read: 
"For criticising, in an editorial in 


the Cleveland (O.) Recorder, tho man- 
ner in which a certain judge conducted 
the business of the common pleas court, 
Louis F. Post, an editorial writer, has 
seen sentenced to pay a fine of $200, 
and to spend ten days in jail. 
The' 


where the trial judge, after aoknowl 
edging his prejudgment of the case, 
proceeded to override every request of 
the counsel for the accused editor, try 
the pase, and pronounce sentence. 


"With the spectacle before ua of the 


careful selection of a jury, every mem- 
bet of which must pass a scathing ex- 
amination as to hia utter lack of opin- 
ion of tho caae to be tired, and with 
the right of challenge carried to the 
limits of the present, the course of the 
judge in the Cleveland case seems 
strangely at variance with .ordinary 
court proceedure, to say nothing of its 
apparent violation of the constitutional 
rights of the accused editor.

"To this Judge Lamson replied: 
'That I would not hear yoa on. 


When the court issued the writ, it 
prejudged the language of the article 
to be contemptuous." ' 


"'Then,'" said 
Judge 
Blandin, 


"I respectfully submit that your honor 
should refer this case to one who had 
not prejudged the case, and would be 
in a position to give a fair trial." 


"Judge Lamson replied: 
"J want 


you to withdraw the statement that it 
could not be fairly tried in this court. 
That muat be withdrawn, or I will 
punish for contempt. It must be with- 
drawn, or I will not hear you in this 
case. The court will not sit here and 
permit this opportunity to be made the 
occasion, of further contempt in this 
caae." 


"Judge Blandin refused to withdraw 


his statement, and the court refused 
to hear him further in the case. 


"The state introduced evidence to 


show that the paper containing the 
offending editorial had circulated in 
the court house, and thus the contempt 
had been committed legally in the 
presence of the court.

Post, 


through his attorney, entered a general 
denial to the charge, and pleaded that 
his object 
in writing tbe editorial 


was to aid and promote the due admin- 
istration of justice in said court. 


"Judge Lamson peremptorily re- 


fused to grant the accused a trial by 
jury, and overruled every demand of 
the counsel for Mr. Poat. 
The result 


of the trial was just what might have 
been expected under the circumstances,

would seem to the lay mind that, in 
this-- instance, the judicial 
dignity 


would have been. better conserved by 
granting to Editor Post the rights ac- 
corded a common criminal.

The editors of newspapers of Ohio will 
endeavor to vindicate their claims to 
the personal rights of at least a com- 
mon criminal.

OLD JACKSON. 


W. C. Draper Writes Interestingly of Peo- 


ple and Incidents of Forty Years Ago . 


in Jackson County. 


Ex-County Treasurer W. 0. Draper 


has a very interesting three-column 
reminiscence 
article in the Jackson 


Standard-Journal this week relating to 
persons and indents of forty years 
ago. Mr. Draper taught a select school 
in Jackson early in the fifties. He 
was afterwards one of the operators of 
Young America furnace. These venture 
proved unsuccessful and he obtained a 
position as passenger conductor on the 
old S. & H. V. railway, now a branch 
of the B. & O. S-W. 


"Jackson, at the time of my debut,"

mote, which were both commercial and 
legal representations, all coming iu by 
various methods of travel used in early 
periods, before 
transportation

were established. 


How little did the old 
pioneers

them. 
The immense wealth and re- 


sources of Jackson county were covered 
by a veil of obscurity. The inexhausti- 
ble mines 
of 
riches 
were 
never 


imagined, 
Lands could 
have 
been 


bought at $15 or §20 dollars per acre 
at that time, now worth §200 per acre. 
Although it was a known fact that 
coal and iron ore existed in the earth 
to some extent, the developing boom 
did not begin until the close of the 
war, 
by a new generation which has 


turned the commercial world, as it 
were, up-side down."

Island, and toward the end of 1894 the 
porte was Induced to select a Chris- 
tian named Alexander 
Karatheodory 


Pasha as governor. The assembly met 
again for .the first time since 1889 and 
passed some good laws. 
But these

Greek government avows. The latter 
on the other hand, lays the onus on 
the Turks, who advanced into Thes- 
saly. 


The Greeks, who must be considered 


the aggressive party, say they sen 
troops to the island of Crete to oppose 
the Turks because the latter 
were 


massacring the Christians. 


Crete was the last of the 
Turkish 


conquests in Europe. Like Ireland 
Crete was imperfectly 
conquered a 


the beginning, and the

cord has been kept alive in the island 
A disturbing influence was also exer 
cised from without, for the Greeks o 
the mainland 
havn always 
fosterci 


the revolutionary clement among thei 
brethren. 


Shortly after the Turkish conquest 


a large number of the Greek inhabi 
tants embrared 
the creed of Islam 


Today the Mussulman Greek of Crete I 
is to all intents and purposes a Turk 
and is so regarded by his 
Christian 


kinsmen. Crete, however, played an 
important part in the Greek war of in- 
dependence, and it would have been 
made a part of the new Hellenic king- 
dom if the European powers had kept 
their hands off. 


After a insurrection which 
lasted 


over three years, and which cost the 
Turkish and Egyptian treasuries some 
$30,000,000. a scheme of reform known 
as the "organic 
statute" was drawn 


up. This measure appeared to concede 
a large amount of self-government to 
the island. 
The 
organic 
statute 


proved a failure and the island became 
as discontented as ever. 


pointed in his 
stead.

seemed to dissatisfy everybody, Mus- 
sulman as- well as Christian. 
The 


number of murders on both sides in- 
creased. 


Greece sent considerable aid to the 


Christian Cretans, and this led Russia 
and Germany to propose 
blockading

ject was therefore abandoned. 


A plan of reforms was agreed upon 


by the powers last September and ac- 
cepted by the sultan. 
There was to 


he a Christian governor, who 
should 


appoint the subordinate officials, two- 
thirds of them Christian and one-third 


lussulman, and other reforms were 
greed upon which promised to advan- 
ngeous to the Christian ' Cretans. 
However, they were not carried out. 


Thus the present acute crisis ensued, 
.nd it derives its importance from the 
ntervention of Greece. The annexa- 
ion of Crete to Greece has been pro- 
fiaimed, and Greek troops have taken 
possession of the island, with, the ex- 
ception of a few ports which are held 
yy the fleets of the powers.

The Turkish 
city of Salonika 
has

ish forces. Salonika la at the head of 
the gulf of Salonika, 65 miles north- 
east of the town of Elassona in Mace- 
donia. Elassona is the headquarters 
of the Turkish forces in Macedonia. 
The Turkish troops have reached this 
town and other 
points along 
the 


Turkish military front by two routes. 
A part of them have gone west by rail 
to Verria from 
Salonika and 
then 


marched south to Elassona, a distance 
of 45 miles. 


The powers are plainly in 
alliance 


with Turkey in this crisis, but the con- 
sciences and sympathy of the people 
are largely in favor of Greece. This 
latter ally should not be despised.
